Hunters Warned 
of Rabbit Fever 


LITTLE ROCK CAP)-Hunters 


were warned by the state Health 
Department today that tularemia, 


o known as rabbit fever, is on 


the upswing in Arkansas. 


Dr. Harvie R. Ellis, director of 


the division of. Veterinary Public 
Health, said 51 persons have al- 
ready contracted the disease this 
year. Last year's total, he said, 
was 77. 


Ellis said many other wild ani- 


mals in addition to rabbits can 
be infected with tularemia. It is 
usually transmitted to humans by 
blood - sucking insects such as 
ticks, flies; lice and fleas, he said. 


Protective m e a s u r e s recom- 


mended by the department in- 
clude avoiding sick or sluggish 
wildlife, using disposable or rub- 
ber glpves in cleaning game and 
washing well after handling the 
animal. 


Ellis said antibiotics are now 


available f«r effective treatment 
but complete recovery is slow.

Ac- 
cording to Dr. Benjamin Spock, child car* expert, tit* *to»)«M •( 
the child who can't or won't eat 
breakfast crops, up every year 
just about this time. It's particu- 
larly prevalent among young- 
sters • in the first and second 
grades at the beginning of the 
school year. 


The importance, of a good 


breakfast, particularly for the 
five or six year old, is stressed 
by most nutrition scientists. It's 
at this age that nutrition habits 
are formed, and then maintained 
throughout later life. 


Studies show that a child who 


constantly skips breakfast does 
not make up at other meals for 
the nutrients he misses in the 
morning. Children who do not eat 
breakfast, according to Dr. Mir- 
iam Lowenberg of the College of 
Home Economics at 
Pennsyl- 


vania State University, appear 
to do less well in school, perform 
physical tasks poorly and are 
more irritable and emotionally 
unstable. 


But what about the "problem 


child" who is so overly excited 
about school that he can't or 
won't eat breakfast? As a tem- 
porary measure, Dr. Spock ad- 
vises mothers to let the child 
alone and even go to school with- 
out food. It's not a good idea for 
a child to regularly start the day 
hungry, but after he adjusts to 
school routine, he will gradually 
become hungrier at 
breakfast 


time. And, if he has not had too 
bad a struggle with, his mother, 
he'll be able to eat properly again, 
Dr. Spock says.

Reinstates 
Mailman 
With Regret 


WASHINGTON 
(AP! - 
Post- 


master General .1. Edward Day 
has reinstated a Georgia. Negro 
leader as a mailman but the way 
he announced it has drawn bitter 
criticism from the National As* 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 


The NAACP's general counsel, 


Robert L. Carter, called Day's 
statement "vicious, insulting and 
misleading." He said "it raises 
grave doubt as to his suitability 
for the Cabinet post he holds." 


The barbed words Tuesday con- 


cerned the controversial case of 
W. W. Law, head of the Georgia 
branch of the NAACP. He. was 
dismissed from his postal job in 
Savannah on charges including 
extended absences from his mail 
route. 


Day announced he was rein- 


stating Law "with great regret" 
and described him as an "unsuit- 


able employe," bay added he did 
not want "to provide further am- 
fnitnilion for the determined pub- 
licity campaign to make a martyr 
of Law." 


Day took note of charges by 


NAACP officials that Law's ac- 
tivities as a NAACP leader had 
been responsible for his dismissal. 


He said he "would not want a 


person with Law's record of coB' 
duct delivering mail to my fam- 
ily's home. Some of Mr. Law's 
partisans feel otherwise — OP at 
[least, for political reasons plif-1

One of the charges, the Post 


Office Department said, included 
an accusation Law had urinated 
on the laWn of a home on his 
mail, route.
